This weekend, East Jordan will 
once again host the Portside Arts Fair 
at Elm Pointe off of M-66 North. The 
38th annual event will take place on 
Saturday, Aug. 5, from 10a.m.-5 p.m. 
and Sunday, Aug. 6, from !1 a.m. to 
4 p.m. 

The juried fine art show will fea- 
ture booths displaying works by art- 
ists and artisans from all over the 
country.

SITE PREPARATION, NEW PARKING AREA TOP PRIORITIES 


Laying the groundwork for new BC school 


The new high school project in 


Boyne City is moving right along, 
with site preparation and the paving 
of the driveway and parking lot at the 
existing high school currently under- 
way. 

“Right now our primary focus is 
making sure sitework is completed 
and that the parking lot and driveway 
are back in place for the school year,” 
said Boyne City schools superinten- 
dent Dana Compton. 

The schedule for the parking lot 
project is “being followed pretty 
close” he said, and it is expected that 
more than two-thirds of the parking 
lot will be finished before school 
Starts, with the other third falling 
within the construction area and not 
slated to be finished until late in the 
project. 

Bids have been received for foun- 
dation work, and are in the process 
of being awarded. Work on the foun- 
dation is scheduled to begin in late 
August, A pre-bid meeting will be 
held. mid-August to finalize a bid 
package which “‘will be.pretty much 
the balance of the. work,” Compton 
said. “That, will be a very large bid 


package.” 


Bids will likely be due sometime 
in September:

“We've been com- 
fortable with that num- 
ber,” said Compton.

Decisions have now 
been made about voca- 
tional programs the 
school will offer, with 
three defined so far, and 
one still in flux.

Compton stressed that while shop- 
oriented classrooms have been in- 
cluded in the vocational wing, they 
were designed “to'be very fluid,” so 
that if in five-or ten years, the school’

tion, the classroom set-up, including 
wiring and ventilation, will be suffi- 
cient to handle a variety of options. 


With a vocational business appli-: ’ 


cations program, the school will ex- 


pand its offerings, with more market- 
ing opportunities and a defined stu- 
dent store in the building. “It will be 
a little more than what we currently 
have,” Compton. said. “It will-be a 
fully functional student store.” 

The hospitality program will be a 
brand new offering for the. school. 


“Hospitality is an area we’ ve focused 


on because of our regional job mar- 


_ ket,” Compton said, which includes 


recreation, food service, and hotel - 


employment options. __ 
The school is developing a hospi- 


tality lab, “to focus on providing skills - 


and knowledge and understanding of 


the resort-industry.”

isn’t worth 
much without 
communication

Watching recent amateur video of a 
French Concorde jet in flames just moments 
before it crashed, I was struck by how our 
lives, and the way we receive information, 
has been forever altered by increasingly 
available and affordable technology. 

I think we first became truly aware, as a 
society, of the ability of our technology to 
connect us to world events during the 
Persian Gulf War, as we watched the war, 
complete with running news commentary, on 
CNN. Rather than hearing reports wired 
from the front lines, and depending on 
photos, or video, sent back hours or days 
later, camera crews and news correspondents 
were on the scene, creating the strange 
sensation that what we were seeing wasn't 
real but rather an incredible simulation. 

After that, while it’s true that it became 
difficult to discern where news ended and 
showmanship began, the delivery of our 
news dramatically intensified, becoming, in 
many cases, instantaneous even in the most 
extreme circumstances. And beyond the 
professional news crews, we saw an on- 
slaught over the next few years of amateur 
videos of spectacular news events, captured 
by regular folks who just happened to have 
their camera with them when something big 
happened. What's remarkable about this is 
that we've come to take for granted a world 
where many of us just happen to have video 
cameras “‘on us” at any given time. 

And much beyond that is, of course, the 
plethora of devices we have available to us, 
at an affordable price in many cases, to 
connect us to the world. Fax machines, cell 
phones, the Internet, cell phones with 
Internet access and fax capabilities. The 
beauty is we don't even need to know how 
any of it works (and, I admit, I don’t) to 
make it work for us. 

Of course, in this increasingly high-tech 
world, the issue of having “too much” 
information comes to mind. You hear about 
“news junkies” and folks who log onto the 
Internet constantly throughout the day to 
check on news stories and the stock market. 
If we're “connected,” and most of us are, we 
become subject to a glut of information, 
images and sound bytes, that tend to all run 
together, eventually becoming a meaningless 
buzz in the back of our brain. Many of us 
have little time to step back and assimilate 
the information we get — it’s on to the next 
item, the next statistic, the next big thing. 

What do we use all this information for? 
In actuality, most of what we are bombarded 
with simply becomes static for our lives, 
having little or no meaning for us individu- 
ally. And those things that should be 
“connecting” us, often serve to actually 
isolate us, in that to find out what we need to 
know we don’t necessarily need to go 
anywhere or talk to anyone. 

Don’t get me wrong. — disseminating 
information is something that is near and 
dear to me, being a writer and all. But that’s 
not really what a lot of this technology ends 
up being about. It’s not about increasing the 
communication factor as much as it is about 
producing.a product for consumption. 

I wonder if we are, as is often the case, 


sacrificing substance for speed and availabil- 


ity.. lembrace the idea of the “Information 
Age.” But information isn’t worth much 


without some good old-fashioned communi: . 


‘cation. And while there’s.a ‘whole lot of _ 
information‘flying around out there-in

Petition puts zoning amendment on ballot

Due to the Zoning Ordinance being written the way it 
was in December 1997 it made several restrictions to 
land and property uses. The Amendment of Non- 
conforming Uses and Structures for Aug. 8, 2000 can 
include, but is not limited to, existing setbacks, lot size, 
floor area, uses of land or property, etc. and will impose 


a hardship on most owners in Bay Township in that ifa 
catastrophe was to happen to their property they would 
not be able to replace their homes in the same manner 
that was their original structure and location. 

These issues have become so complicated that many 
questions have not been determined on how they wil! be 
dealt with. It has opened the door that if you wish to 
have a continuous use of your land and property it will 
be subjected to legal proceeding at your expense for a 
lawyer plus paying for the township lawyer through 
your tax dollars. 

Give serious thoughts to what we want to leave to 
our families and don't give away their rights. Suggest 
that a NO vote on the amendments for Non-conforming 
uses, Structures and Lots on Aug. 8, and certain text 
changes on Nov. 7, 2000, will help preserve their rights.

Woman 
dies in 
accident

BF School nears the home stretch 


The Boyne Falls Board of Educa- 
tion is expected to take action to push 
the first day of school back to Sept. 
5, in order to allow more time to wrap 
up last minute details involved with 
moving into the new school building. 

According to interim superinten- 
dent Lary Blamer, the board decided 
that “it wasn’t worth the hustle and 
bustle at the end” to try and rush get- 
ting into the building before the origi- 
nally scheduled date of Aug. 28. 

While construction is essentially 
on schedule, the school has been re- 
cently notified that items such as the 
room furniture for grades |-5 will be 
arriving late. 

Still, Blamer said, “there's no 
question, they really are well along. 
The gym floor is basically done. Most 
of the carpet is in. 

“They need to do the landscaping 


outside, and some masonry work is 
going on,” Blamer said, noting that 
inside technical crews are at work. 

By mid-August, Blamer said, 
“we'll be looking at moving some 
stuff in, and hopefully the offices will 
be out there by [Aug.] 21.” 

A dedication ceremony for the 
public was originally scheduled for 
Sunday, Aug. 28. The board is now 
considering rescheduling the dedica- 
tion for Sunday, Sept. 10. 

And while the staff prepares for 
the move into the new building, the 
school board is focused on the search 
for a new superintendent. In mid- 
July, Blamer took over as interim su- 
perintendent, after the departure of 
Pat Smith for a new position in Sault 
Ste. Marie. Blamer, who was the su- 
perintendent of the Central Lake 
School District from 1977 until his re- 
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tirement in 1999, has also Aniteramieg: 
at Harbor Springs schools 

His current position at Boyne 
Falls, though, is strictly temporary. ‘I 
have no interest [in the permanent po- 
sition],” he said, noting that while he 
interims occasionally, he is retired and 
is not looking for full-time employ- 
ment. 

Wednesday, Aug. 2, is the dead- 
line for applications for the superin- 
tendent position, and, according to 
school board president Marv 
Schwem, interviews are tentatively 
planned for Aug. 14, 15, and 16. The 
interviews will be considered regular 
board meetings, open to the public. 

The board hopes to include ques- 
tions from community members in 
the interview format and. wants to 
have a new superintendent in place 
“as soon as possible,” Schwem said. 


issue for Erber, who’ said that he 
hadn’t had a raise in “four or five 
years” for his often 40-plus hour work 
weeks, Erber’s final decision to re- 
sign grew out of his growing concern 
over the failure of the city to imple- 
ment an ALS or Advanced Life Sup- 
port service. 

Advanced Life Support enables 
ambulance personne} to administer 
life-saving measures that they are not 
able to under their current limited ad- 
vanced status. 

“We nceded to have or be work- 
ing toward an ALS system,” he said. 
“There are many different ways to 
approach it, but the city wanted to do 
a two-year study.” 

At the end of that study, Erber said, 
if the city decided to implement the 
program, it would take an additional 
two years of education and training 
to get the program up and running. 

According to city manager Eric 
Straht, the city had decided to study 
the matter before making a decision, 
but had set no time parameters on the 
study. 

Erber also noted that he had ap- 
plied for grants which would have 
covered much of the equipment and 
training necessary to implement an 
ALS system, but required a commit- 
ment from the city in order to com- 
plete the grant process. With the city 
unwilling to make that commitment 
during the window of time necessary 
for the grants, Erber felt that it was 
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time for him to reevaluate his posi- 
tion. 

“You have to be a progressive ser- 
vice,” Erber said. “The medical field 
changes every day.” 

And Erber has seen a lot of change 
over the years. 

“We started out with a bucket full 
of equipment and a station wagon 
worn out by the police,” he said. In 
the service’s first year, they went on 
“well under” 100 runs. 

This year, 30 years later, Erber has 
projected that they will make 800 
runs. ‘We’ re running three rigs, with 
thousands of dollars of equipment,” 
he said. “When we first started out, 
we could have bought the equipment 
out of petty cash.” @ 

Training, too, was virtually non- 
existent 30 years ago, with ambulance 
attendants needing only a first aid 
card to work with the service. Still, 
Boyne City has historically been pro- 
gressive. 

“We were one of the first services 
to go EMT, and one of the first in the 
state of Michigan [to be] limited: ad- 
vanced,” he said. 

And though Erber had hoped to 
get the ambulance service an ALS 
designation, “I felt maybe I might 
have been a stumbling block in [the 
city’s] decision. I don’t know why.” 

At the commission meeting, sev- 
eral citizens and commissioners com- 
mented on Esber’s resignation. The 
Rev. Buzz Walls noted that it will be 
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difficult “to find leadership close to 
Henry’s standard.” Said city commis- 
sioner Chuck Vondra, “It will be dif- 
ficult to find someone with his com- 
mitment level.” 

Erber’s resignation is effective 
Aug. 21. He will continue his full- 
time position with the Otsego County 
Advanced Life System ambulance 
service, a job he’s held since Febru- 
ary of this year. And, Erber said, “as 
far as my EMS experience, I will still 
help out and do-occasional runs (for 
Boyne City}.” He will also retain his 
post as fire chief for the City of Boyne 
City. 

According to city manager Strahl, 
the city has not yet formally discussed 
its plans to fill the ambulance 
director’s position, though it plans to 
schedule a meeting with ambulance 
service volunteers to discuss the 1s- 
sue. 

The city has not determined 
whether a new director will be vol- 
unteer or a full-time employee. 
“We're trying to look at the full-time 
director’s position in relationship to 
the issue of ALS,” Strahl said. 

The issue of ALS implementation 
s “still under discussion,” he said. 
“We're still trying to pull enough in- 
formation together to get back to the 
city commission as far as that upgrade 
is concerned.” 

The city plans to have an interim 
ambulance director in place until the 
position is filled.

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Millage proposal aims 
to benefit area seniors 


With a millage proposal on the bal- 
lot Aug. 8, the Charlevoix County 
Commission on Aging is hoping to 
gamer.support from area citizens for 
its programs for seniors. 

The proposal is asking voters to ap- 
prove an increase of .4 (4/10) mill per 
thousand dollars of taxable value for 
four years, 2000 through 2003, for the 
purpose of supporting existing and 
implementing additional senior pro- 
grams. For a home with a taxable 
value of $75,000, the cost would be 
about $30 per year, 

According to millage campaign 


manager Ron Grunch, the millage will - 


help support programs available free 
of charge for area seniors, with the 
bulk of the funds going towards chore 
services, homemaker services, and in- 
home respite, or relief for in-home 
caregivers. 


While the Commission on Aging . 


has been in existence for over 20 years, 
it was only about a year ago that a full- 
time director, Susan.Bergmann, was 
hired to oversee operations and imple- 
ment services. Prior to that, Grunch 
said, the commission was “Charlevoix 
County’s best-kept secret.” 

With a grant from the Charlevoix 
County Community Foundation, the 
agency was able to commission a 
county-wide assessment of senior ser- 
vices available, both to identify the 
types of services needed and deter- 
mine any overlaps in service. 

The study concluded that 17 per- 
cent of the county’s population is over 
65 years of age, with the state average 
at 11 percent. The area’s senior popu- 
lation, the study said, is expected to 
double by 2020, and half of those over 
85 years of age “can be expected to 
develop dementia or short term 
memory loss.” The study also con- 
cluded that a significant percentage of 
seniors currently living in the county 
are below the poverty level. “We run 
into this time and time again,” Grunch

The county-wide assessment noted 
litte overlap in services, and identi- 
fied several areas of need, including 
senior-specific transportation, chore 
and homemakerservices, in-home ser- 
vices such as personal care and respite, 
psycho-social support, and activities 
and volunteering. 

Current funding for the Commis- 
sion on Aging is drawn from a combi- 
nation of county allocations, combined 
grants from the Area Agency on Ag- 
ing and the Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation, and donations. 
The commission does not currently 


have a millage for support of senior 


services. 

If the millage is passed, the com- 
mission hopes to increase existing ser- 
vices such as homemaking, personal 
care, and in-home respite care, and 
implement new services such as medi- 
cation management, in-home foot 
care, and chore services. They also 
hope to reestablish an adult day care 
center within the county, as Charlevoix 
County residents currently must travel 
to Emmet County for this type of ser- 
vice. 

“The main point is getting 
Charlevoix County up to speed, and 
prepare for this aging crisis that’s go- 
ing to happen,” said Bergmann. “We 
need to take care of our elderly.”
